Boardwalk hit 
by arson attack

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YOUNG OFFENDER TELLS COURT: ‘I WON’T 
CO-OPERATE WITH COMMUNITY ORDER’ 


PRISON SENTENCE FOR 
MAESTEG MAN (18) 
AFTER KNIFE ATTACK 


THE inmate of a hostel in 
Maesteg who had a row with 
another resident over an 
amount of tobacco, armed him¬ 
self with a knife and attacked 
him, it was stated at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Jay Curnock (18) was sent to a young 
offender institution for 20 months after 
admitting the charge of affray. 

Recorder David Aubrey QC said: “This 
was a very serious example of an affray.” 

He said Curnock had put the knife 
against his victim’s throat, struck out with 
it, cutting the back of his hand and jabbing 
it in his ribs. 

Prosecutor John Probert said the inci¬ 
dent occurred in a hostel in Neath Road, 
Maesteg, about midnight on March 15. 

Curnock had an argument with Nathan 
Absalom about tobacco. The two had a 
fight in which punches were thrown. 

A woman member of staff intervened 
and Mr Absalom went into an office. 

But Curnock obtained a knife and went 
after Mr Absalom, grabbing him by the 
scruff of his neck and then held the knife to 
his throat.

He felt the knife being pushed towards 
him. 

The police arrived very shortly after¬ 
wards and Curnock backed away, but not 
before he struck Mr Absalom on his hand 
and jabbed the knife in his ribs. 

The victim suffered cuts to his hands 
and marks to his ribs. 

Curnock was arrested, denied having the 
knife, but accepted he took part in a fight. 

His solicitor, Giles Hayes, said: “His 
mother is extremely disturbed at finding

her son in such a serious position. Clearly, 
the case crosses the custody threshhold.” 

He said that Curnock wanted the court 
to know that he would not co-operate if a 
community-based order was imposed. 

He said while on remand in prison, he 
had tried to engage with various agencies. 
Sadly, he said, the risk of re-offending was 
“quite high”. 

Said the Recorder: “You are young, and 
not prepared to co-operate with communi¬ 
ty orders. The only sentence I can properly 
impose, therefore, is immediate custody.” 

He was ordered to pay a victim sur¬ 
charge of £100.

£925,000 work 
planned on town 
centre bridge 


A MAJOR £925,000 
project will unfold 
over the next 12 
months in Bridgend 
town centre. 

The Bridgend County 
Borough Council says it 
involves refurbishing and 
repairing the A473 inner 
bypass bridge, which car¬ 
ries the four-lane A473 
(Langenau Strasse) over 
both the River Ogmore 
and Angel Street in 
Bridgend town centre. 

BCBC reports that 
structural surveys have 
revealed a number of 
areas that require urgent 
maintenance, to ensure 
that the bridge remains 
durable and safe for the

Rest for posterity? 


1 WOULD like to 
endorse points 
made by Ian 
Audsley in his 
recent ‘Save the 
Rest’ appeal, 
including his buy-a 
-brick suggestion. 

This idea worked for 
the Millennium Stadium 
in Cardiff and Porthcawl 
residents have bought a 
£500 brick for the 
£300,000 Welsh Miners’ 
memorial due to open in 
October at the former 
Universal colliery site in 
Senghenydd. 

The Porthcawl Rest is 
probably Bridgend bor¬ 
ough’s largest communi¬ 
ty hub with around a 
dozen local groups 
using it daily. 

Its 135-year-old func¬ 
tion as a charity is still 
to provide respite and 
convalescence for the 
frail, elderly, vulnerable 
and disabled, for which 
there is a great need in 
Wales and the country as 
a whole with Health 
Service changes. 

However, the last four 
years of accounts appar¬ 
ently show the trustees 
recording an average 
annual loss of around 
£43,000, with apparently 
no attempt being made 
to obtain Heritage grants 
or funding for this grade 
two listed building. 

The Heritage Lottery 
has given more than £30 
million in grants for 
such buildings over the 
past 15 years and BCBC 
have just been successful 
in obtaining £525,000 to 
refurbish the grade two 
listed Jennings Building 
in Porthcawl and more 
than £1 million in total 
for the Harbour area. 

We are told the plan is 
to close down the Rest at 
the end of October and 


T HIS question

his reply. 

Historically, the Rest 
is unique in Wales, both 
as a building and as part 
of our social heritage. 
The inspirational work 
of James Lewis, a 
Maesteg doctor and his 
wife, Charlotte, in 1862 
to treat his sick and 
injured ironworkers, col¬ 
liers and quarrymen and 
their families, should not 
be lost. 

Treating the casualties 
of two world wars and 
the thousands of south 
Wales coalfield casual¬ 
ties over decades has 
earned the Rest the right 
to be valued by the com¬ 
munity and its politi¬ 
cians. 

It is for sale, and now 
is the time to take it into

Outrage at arson attack 
on Porthcawl boardwalk 


ARSONISTS have 
destroyed almost 50 
metres of a board¬ 
walk tourist attrac¬ 
tion at Rest Bay, in 
a calculated and 
“cowardly” attack 
in the early hours 
of the morning. 

Part of the boardwalk 
between Rest Bay and 
Pink Bay in Porthcawl, 
which was installed to 
make it easier for wheel¬ 
chair users, parents with 
pushchairs and people 
with limited mobility to 
visit the coast was 
destroyed in an early- 
morning arson attack. 

Night staff at the 
Royal Porthcawl Golf 
Club raised the alarm, 
after discovering that 
almost 50 metres of the 
boardwalk had been set 
on fire at around 4am on 
Monday, June 3. 

The South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service 
attended the scene and 
have confirmed that the 
fire was started deliber¬ 
ately. 

South Wales Police 
are currently investigat¬ 
ing the extensive crimi¬ 
nal damage and have 
appealed for witnesses. 

As a result of the fire, 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) has been forced 
to close off around 100 
metres of the boardwalk 
in the interests of safety.

The cost of the dam¬ 
age is still being calcu¬ 
lated, but a replacement 
section could be as much 
as £90,000. 

The Leader of BCBC, 
Coun Mel Nott said: 
“I’m both furious and 
disappointed that some¬ 
one would sneak down 
there in the middle of the 
night and carry out such 
a cowardly attack. 

“They’ve sent taxpay¬ 
ers’ money up in smoke, 
have stopped vulnerable 
people and families with 
pushchairs from enjoy¬ 
ing some of the harder- 
to-reach parts of our 
coastline, and have left a 
huge blemish on a 
prominent part of the 
landscape - just two 
weeks before Porthcawl 
hosts the 2013 Wales 
Senior Open golf tourna¬ 
ment. 

“It’s particularly dis¬ 
appointing because we 
have worked long and 
hard on projects such as 
this to benefit the town. 

“The boardwalk cost 
around £300,000 in total 
and was manufactured in 
durable recycled plastic 
to offer a more attractive 
route, capable of stand¬ 
ing up to rugged mar¬ 
itime weather condi¬ 
tions. 

“It is also designed to 
be fire retardant to a cer¬ 
tain degree, so someone 
has obviously made a 
concerted effort to cause 
as much damage as pos¬ 
sible. 

“The council remains 
committed towards the 
regeneration of 

Porthcawl and I hope 
that the culprit or cul¬ 
prits are apprehended 
soon, and made account¬ 
able for their actions. 

“Rest Bay holds a 
Blue Flag and has a 
well-earned reputation 
of being one of the most 
beautiful coastal spots in 
Wales, so it would be a 


huge shame if that repu¬ 
tation was marred by 
such an irresponsible 
and criminal act.” 

The Wales Coast Path 
project manager, Sue 
Rice, added: “The path 
is becoming an impor¬ 
tant place of recreation 
for local people and 
brings many visitors to 
the area, boosting the 
local economy. 

“Whoever has done 
this, has complete disre¬ 
gard for the wider value 
and enjoyment the path 
provides. 

“Having just celebrat¬ 
ed the success of the first 
anniversary of the path, 
and all the hard work 
that went in to getting it 
ready on time, it's very 
disappointing to see 
such mindless vandal¬ 
ism.” 

The first section of the 
Rest Bay boardwalk was 
opened in 2010. 
Extended in phases to 
cover a full kilometre of 
coastline, it incorpo¬ 
rates a viewing platform 
and gates, that can be 
operated by wheelchair 
users and people with 
limited mobility. 

Part of the Welsh 
Assembly Government’s 
Coastal Access 

Improvement 
Programme, the board¬ 
walk was installed in 
partnership between 
BCBC, Natural 

Resources Wales and the 
Welsh European 

Funding Office.

Lifeboat called to 
yacht off Sker Point 


RECENTLY, Porthcawl RNLI 
Lifeboat, Rose of the Shires , 
was launched to assist a yacht 
one mile south off Sker Point, 
which was taking on water, 
and struggling to make way. 

Volunteer RNLI Helmsman Steven 
Knipe, assisted by crew members Alex 
Denny, Daniel Jones and Jordan Feely, 
made their way quickly to the yacht, 
and found it leaning over at a very 
steep angle, which made coming 
alongside, and putting a crew member 
on board very difficult. 

Crew member Alex Denny, an off- 
duty police community support offi¬ 
cer, who volunteered to go aboard the 
yacht said: “thanks to Steve’s boat 
handling skills, he came right along¬ 
side the yacht in very rough seas, close 


enough for me to climb on board. 

“Once I was on board the yacht, I 
made sure that the crew was safe, and 
started to get the boat ready for a tow. 
Steve again came in close to the yacht, 
and threw me a tow line. As I was 
hanging off the front of the yacht, I 
was being pounded by waves, which 
made it difficult to get the tow line 
attached. 

“Once it was made fast and secure, 
the lifeboat towed the yacht to safer 
deep water to await the arrival of the 
Mumbles RNLI Off Shore Lifeboat 
that took the yacht to Swansea.” 

Steve Jones, deputy launching 
authority from Porthcawl RNLI said: 
“Although they are volunteers, they 
train hard twice a week, every week, 
for this sort of call, it was a skillful 
rescue performed in difficult condi¬ 
tions by a highly experienced crew.”

EVERY man, woman, 
and child in the borough 
of Bridgend still needs to 
understand how impor¬ 
tant it is that we respond, 
both individually and 
collectively, to this last 
eight-week round of con¬ 
sultation regarding the 
future of our hospital 
service. 

Nothing is more important, 
or has ever been so important 
to our communities, than the 
future of the Princess of Wales 
Hospital at Bridgend which is 
still at risk. 

Readers can be excused if 
they think, from what they 
have read, that our hospital is 
safe. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. 


True, our hospital is the pre¬ 
ferred option, but it will be the 
response to this last eight 
weeks of consultation that will 
still finally determine what 
actually happens. 

Regrettably, the decision 
appears to rest between Royal 
Glamorgan, Llantrisant and 
Princess of Wales, Bridgend, 
because only one will be the 
enhanced regional centre that 
we all desire and this is cer¬ 
tainly not the time for compla¬ 
cency. 

The south Wales pro¬ 
gramme blue booklet 
‘Consultation Summary’ will 
be widely available from this 
week onwards, when supplies 
will be found in the Porthcawl 
Library, Porthcawl Information 
Centre, and Trinity Church, 


John Street, and other places 
throughout Porthcawl. 

The booklet consultation is 
based on four options and 
option 3, that directly includes 
Princess of Wales Hospital, 
Bridgend, as one of the five 
hospitals chosen, is our clear 
choice. 

It is important that as many 
people as possible return the 
short questionnaire also 
included in the booklet as this 
will make a difference. 

There is also provision for 
submitting a response ‘on 
behalf of organisations’ and 
we urge all organisations 
please to do so. This is our last 
chance to influence the end 
result. 

Porthcawl SHOUT, as 
always, with the best interests 


of the town at heart, have 
arranged a final rally at their 
meeting on July 5 (2pm at 
Trinity Church) when mem¬ 
bers of the Area Health Board 
have promised to be in atten¬ 
dance. 

Because July 19 is the clos¬ 
ing date for the consultation, it 
will probably be our last 
chance as a town to make our 
feelings known in support of 
our hospital. 

We also understand that 
Health Board officials have 
agreed to be available at the 
Grand Pavilion, Porthcawl on 
Wednesday, June 12, from 
6.30pm to 8.30pm for consul¬ 
tation when all are also wel¬ 
come.

‘We should not be 
complacent over 

hospital’s future’ 

- warns a regional AM 


REGIONAL Tory 
AM Suzy Davies has 
warned people not 
to be complacent 
about the future of 
the Princess of 
Wales Hospital. 

Although the south 
Wales programme now 
appears to favour a sce¬ 
nario in which five hospi¬ 
tals, including PoW, are 
designated as regional 
centres, this was by no 
means a done deal, she 
said. 

Mrs Davies, who is a 
Welsh Conservative 
regional AM for South 
Wales West, went on: 
“Understandably, a cam¬ 
paign is already building 
up in Pontypridd and 
Rhondda to save services 
at the Royal Glamorgan 
Hospital in Llantrisant. 

“This is likely to be at 
the^ex^ense^^of^^he^ 


Princess of Wales in 
Bridgend. 

“How dare the Labour 
Government choose to 
make record-breaking 
cuts of £800m in the 
Welsh NHS budget, 
which allows a situation 
to develop where one 
community has to com¬ 
pete with another for its 
emergency services. 

“I understand that the 
decision by the south 
Wales programme about 
which of the options was 
to go forward for public 
consultation, was close. 

“To me, that shows 
that services are needed 
in both hospitals. But it 
also means that this 
unwelcome fight is not 
yet over.

way until July 19. 
Everyone who relies on 
this hospital, from Neath 
to the Vale, must help get 
across the message about 
how crucial the hospital 
is in the delivery of 
health services in the 
region. 

“If PoW is downgrad¬ 
ed, patients will face 
emergency dashes to 
other hospitals without 
knowing if an ambulance 
will arrive in time, or if 
there’s a bed available 
when they get there. 

“Those who will be 
making the decision 
about hospital configura¬ 
tion later in the year must 
be left in no doubt about 
how important this hos¬ 
pital is.” 

Mrs Davies went: 
“People in Bridgend who 
use the Princess of Wales 
need to make sure that 
their views are submitted 
during the current con¬ 
sultation period. 

“It is very important 
that we get across how 
crucial the hospital is in 
the delivery of health 
services in the region. If 
PoW is downgraded, we 
will face a nightmare sce¬ 
nario where patients 
would have to travel to 
Morriston, Cardiff or 
Llantrisant for things like 
A&E, obstetric-led 
maternity services and 
children’s services. 

“It’s shame that we 
cannot keep all the 
expertise we have in all 
our hospitals, but the 
process demands winners 
and losers, so we must 
ensure that PoW is a win¬ 
ner for the sake of every¬ 
one living here. 

“Those who will make 
this decision must be left 
in no doubt about how 
important this hospital 
is, ” she concluded.

THE new police 
custody facility, 
which will “serve 
policing in the 
region for genera¬ 
tions,” is taking 
shape in Bridgend. 

The steel frame is 
now in place for the 
structure which will 
include a custody suite 
comprising of 42 cells, 
and a modern office 
complex on Queens 
Road North at Bridgend 
Industrial Estate, a 
police spokesperson 
reported. 

This new develop¬ 
ment will complement 
the similar modem facil¬ 
ities in Cardiff Bay, and 
is set to improve the 
police service provided 
across south Wales. The 
custody suite will 
replace the outdated 
cells in Bridgend Police 
Station, and will be used 
for detainees from across 
Bridgend and the imme¬ 
diate surrounding areas. 

Assistant Chief 
Constable Julian Kirby 
said: “This development 
is vital for policing 
across the region. We are 
building an infrastruc¬ 


ture which will enable us 
to meet today’s policing 
demands, but also those 
of the future. 

“The facility will 
house investigation 
teams in a fit-for-pur- 
pose environment which 
will make how we inves¬ 
tigate and deal with 
detainees on a daily 
basis much more effi¬ 
cient and enhance the 
Criminal Justice 
process.”

WELSH health 
Minister Mark 
Drakeford has 
insisted that men 
who need robotic 
surgery for prostate 
cancer are at liberty 
to apply for funding 


from the Welsh 
NHS to have the 
procedure carried 
out in England. 

He was responding to 
a letter from a regional 
Tory AM, Byron Davies, 
who has backed a cam¬ 
paign launched by the 


Glaze Charity and 
Prostate Cymru. 

At the moment, no 
centres in Wales have the 
robotic surgery equip¬ 
ment, which costs £1.7m, 
although 42 hospitals in 
England do have this 
equipment.

Mr Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative regional 
AM for South Wales 
West, is urging the Welsh 
Government to purchase 
this equipment and 
claimed that Welsh men 
were being “short¬ 
changed” at present. 

“In England, men can 
have this treatment for 
nothing under the NHS, 
but if a Welsh patient 
goes over the border, he 
is given a bill for 
£18,000. 

“That’s because the 
Welsh Government has 
refused to fund it, apart 
from the case of one 
patient. This is leading to 
a two-tier health service 
in the UK with Wales on 
the bottom rung,” he 
insisted. 

“It’s all very well for 
Mark Drakeford to say 
that patients can apply 
for special funding, he 
knows that just about 
every application for this 
treatment has failed. 

“He does say that 


technology has a major 
role to play in health 
treatment and that organ¬ 
isations in Wales have 
been invited to apply for 
funding. 

“It is my understand¬ 
ing that Cardiff and the 
Vale University Health 
Board is to apply for 
funding to provide the 
first robot surgical equip¬ 
ment in Wales at The 
Heath. 

“I sincerely hope that 
the funding for this will 
be provided via the 
Health Technology Fund. 
This robot can be used 
for other types of surgery 
as well as prostate so 
potentially, it can benefit 
a lot of patients. 

“If the application is 
refused, Wales will 
become a backwater in 
the treatment of prostate 
cancer and we will fail to 
attract high calibre doc¬ 
tors to this speciality. 

“They will rightly 
conclude that their 
careers cannot advance 
as they should if they are 
unable to undertake these 
procedures,” Mr Davies 
concluded.

Mounties get their man! 

DRUG DEALER 
IS CAUGHT 
IN PORTHCAWL 


A DRUGS dealer 
has been jailed for 
three years at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Rikki Williams (23) 
was spotted acting suspi¬ 
ciously by a mounted 
police patrol in 
Porthcawl. 

Williams, of Conway 
Road, Newport, admit¬ 
ted possessing the class 
A drug cocaine with 
intent to supply, and 
offering to supply 
cannabis, mephadrone 
(known as meow meow) 
and NRG. 

Recorder Geraint 
Walters told him: “You 
don’t need me to have to 
tell you that the courts 
are enjoined to deal seri¬ 
ously with those supply¬ 
ing class A drugs. 

“You took the risk and 
you were caught. I hope 
in the future that you 
will turn your back on 
criminal offending.” 

Prosecutor David 
Pugh said that around 
8pm on September 29, a 
mounted police patrol 
spotted Williams acting 
suspiciously near the Hi 
Tide Inn, Porthcawl. He 
was among a group who, 
upon seeing the police, 
threw away certain

packages. 

One of the packages 
contained cocaine, 
which, said Mr Pugh, 
Williams had intended to 
retail to friends. It was 
worth about £200. 

Williams was arrested 
and on two of his mobile 
phones were texts offer¬ 
ing to sell drugs, includ¬ 
ing cannabis, meow 
meow and NRG. 

Williams told officers 
that he had taken the 
drugs to Porthcawl and 
was showing them to a 


number of people when 
the police arrived. 

Mr Pugh said: “He 
played a significant role 
in the offences and was 
selling directly to users.” 

His counsel, Huw 
Evans, said: “There are 
two kinds of drug deal¬ 
ers; those in it for profit, 
and those who deal to 
fund their habit. He’s in 
the second category.” 

For many years, said 
Mr Evans, Williams had 
had a problem with 
cocaine. 

“He’s not unintelli¬ 
gent and is anxious to 
turn his life around. I 
stress he is not a com¬ 
mercial supplier.”

Often in chronic glau¬ 
coma, the pressure in the 
eye is higher than it 
should be and over time 
this causes damage to 
the optic nerve at the 
back of the eye. 

The optic nerve car¬ 
ries visual information 
from the light sensitive 
part of the eye to the 
brain, where it is trans¬ 
lated into a picture. 
Damage to the optic 
nerve can affect sight. 
Why does it occur? 

The eye produces a 
fluid (aqueous fluid) that 
helps maintain the shape 
of the eyeball and trans¬ 
ports nutrients to the 
eye. 

This fluid is produced 
by cells behind the 
coloured part of the eye 
(the iris) and is not the 


special drainage chan¬ 
nels. 

In glaucoma, the bal¬ 
ance between the pro¬ 
duction and draining 
away of fluid may not be 
correct. If the fluid 
doesn't drain away prop¬ 
erly, then eye pressure 
can build up and damage 
the optic nerve. 

Why some eyes don’t 
deal with the balance of 
fluid properly, is still not 
clear. Glaucoma is prob¬ 
lematic, as it is not 
painful and there are no 
symptoms until it is real¬ 
ly advanced. 

It usually starts by 
affecting side vision 
(peripheral vision). The 
subject often doesn’t 
notice this, as the brain 
can compensate for a 
large amount of this part 
of vision being affected. 

Considerable damage 
can be done to side 
vision before the subject 
realises, so it is impor¬ 
tant to have regular eye 
checks that include 
checks for glaucoma. 


Needless blindness: 

How it can 
be avoided 


C hronic 

glaucoma 
affects two 
per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation over the age 
of 40, increasing to 
over 10 per cent for 
those aged 75 or 
more. 

There are about 
500,000 people in Wales 
and England with glau¬ 
coma, and about 70 mil¬ 
lion worldwide, making 
it one of the leading 
causes of blindness. 

Unfortunately, there 
are no symptoms until 
extensive irreversible 
damage to the optic 
nerve has occurred 
resulting in unrecover¬ 
able vision loss, and it is 
estimated that up to 50 
per cent of people with 
glaucoma are undiag¬ 
nosed. 

Frustratingly, needless 
blindness from glaucoma 
can be easily averted as 
it can often be treated 
with simple eye drops. 
The key to successful 
treatment is early diag¬ 
nosis. 

To increase your 
chance of being diag¬ 
nosed early, you should 
have a sight test at least 
every two years - or 
more frequently if you 
have a first degree rela¬ 
tive with glaucoma. 

There are three basic 
tests used to screen for 


glaucoma, and for some 
patients it may be avail¬ 
able on the NHS; for 
others, there will be a 
charge. 

Even then, a basic 
sight test can often only 
detect glaucoma when 
substantial nerve damage 
has already occurred.

Stamping out Vale iitter bugs’ 


L itter comes in 
many forms, from 
dog fouling, to 
chewing gum, fast food 
wrappers, drinks cans/bot¬ 
tles, flyers - the list goes 
on. 

It is an offence to litter and 
there are council enforcement 
compliance officers patrolling 


the Vale, who are watching for 
potential offenders.

New biofuels causing havoc 
for farmers and Aga users 


N EW biofuels 
used in gas 
oil (red 

diesel) are causing 
havoc for farmers 
across Wales - 
according to inde¬ 
pendent oil distri¬ 
bution company 
Oil 4 Wales. 

Understandably, 
everyone’s first reaction 
is to blame quality of 
fuel delivered by their 
oil distributor. 

However, because of 
the new EU requirement 
for lower sulphur levels 
in a bid to reduce

of kerosene now being 
imported is of much 
more variable fuel qual¬ 
ity. 

This variable quality 
is not the fault of the 
UK fuel distributors, as 
they can only sell what 
they can load from the 
UK distribution points. 

While the oil being 
distributed still meets 
the relevant British 
Standard (BS2869 Class 
G), it is much higher 
than Aga’s recommend¬ 
ed char value of 4-7, 
which is why many are 
said to be caking up 
with soot, and in some 
cases conking out. 

Owners of these oil- 
fired cookers are again 
encouraged to put a fuel 
additive, such as 
Exocet, into their oil to 
reduce the char value.

Welfare reform 
letter ‘inaccurate’ 

TORY CHAIRMAN HITS BACK 


I N response to S Bowyer’s 
letter regarding welfare 
reform (The GEM, May 
30) I am writing to clarify a 
number of inaccuracies. 

With regard to the spare room sub¬ 
sidy, it is a fact that around 250,000 
families in the UK live in over¬ 
crowded accommodation and there 
are hundreds of thousands on local 
authority housing waiting lists across 
the UK. 

Nearly one third of working age 
social housing tenants on housing 
benefits are living in accommodation 
that is too big for their needs. 

That equates to nearly a million 
spare rooms, currently being paid for 
by the taxpayer and denying hundreds 
of thousands of people the chance to 
adequately house their families. 

Hardworking taxpayers have to 
make tough choices of their own 
about what sort of property they can 
afford to live in, and they should not 
be paying for what is effectively a 
benefit subsidy for empty rooms. 

Indeed, in the 2010 Labour Party 
Manifesto, Ed Miliband, the current 
Labour Party leader, recognised this 
by saying: “Housing benefit will be 
reformed to ensure that we do not 
subsidise people to live in the private 
sector on rents that other ordinary 
working families could not afford”. 

It should also be made clear that 
the most vulnerable groups are pro¬ 
tected by the policy, contrary to what 
S Bowyer claims. 

Exceptions include the elderly, fos¬ 


ter carers, carers for the disabled, 
families with severely disabled chil¬ 
dren, armed forces personnel and 
recently bereaved families. 

With regard to DLA, it is clearly 
an outdated and flawed system with 
the vast majority of people getting the 
benefit for life without systematic 
checks to see if their condition has 
changed. 

This has led to hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of pounds in overpayments and 
underpayments. This is why the new 
PIP introduces a new face-to-face 
assessment and regular reviews, to 
make sure support is going to those 
who need it most. 

The priority is to support those fac¬ 
ing the greatest challenges to live an 
independent life. 

Finally, the myths peddled by the 
Labour Party and their proxies need 
to be well and truly dispelled. The 
Conservative-led coalition 
Government has cut income tax for 
24 million people and taken 2.2 mil¬ 
lion out of income tax altogether and, 
as a result of all of the changes, nine 
out of 10 working families will be 
better off by almost £300 on average. 

It is very clear from S Bowyer’s 
letter that Labour have completely 
abandoned the hundreds of thousands 
of families in this country living in 
overcrowded accommodation and 
don’t feel that restoring fairness to the 
welfare system is necessary at all.

It’s even more dif¬ 
ficult in the world of 
comedy - just see 
American Wedding, 
the third American 
Pie film, or even 
Police Academy: 
Back In Training for 
a crash course in 
comedies going 
wrong. 

For The Hangover 
Part 3, the gang return 
on the back of huge box 
office (perhaps a driving 
factor in the film’s 


greenlighting) and sees 
the ‘Wolfpack’ of Alan 
(Zach Galifianakis), Stu 
(Ed Helms) and Phil 
(Bradley Cooper) forced 
into a mission to find 
Chow (Ken Jeong) after 
he steals $21 million 
from Marshall (John 
Goodman), a mission 
that will be nowhere 
near straightforward... 

Despite part two of 
this franchise being a 
carbon copy of the first, 
I personally found it 
very funny, undemand¬ 
ing fun that played up 
the good nature of the 
first film, while adding 
drama and scale.

dry and film fans flock 
to something else. 

The legacy of the first 
film is one still being 
felt, as studios are even 
now jumping on the 
coattails, making come¬ 
dies that push excess to 
the limits, but this outing 
is a huge disappoint¬ 
ment, eschewing the 
puzzle piece narrative 
that made the first two 
films enjoyable for a 
straightforward story 
that moves along at a 
predictable rate of knots. 

The sense of not 
knowing just where you 
were going to end up 
next was the franchise’s 
key calling card, but by 
framing the story in such 
a simplistic and linear 
fashion, it means that 


any sense of shock and 
surprise is lacking; it 
also pushes more weight 
onto the comedy which 
is, itself, very poor. 

Written by director 
Todd Phillips and Craig 
Mazin, they not only fail 
to create any memorable 
comedy moments, nor 
anything to really make 
you laugh out loud; 
instead the plot moves in 
slightly darker circles 
that make laughs an 
awkward proposition 
(particularly an incident 
with a cockerel and a 
pillow). 

They also reduce the 
characters to almost 
nothing, Stu and Phil 
having no defining char¬ 
acteristics at all, and put 
too much weight on 
characters like Alan and 
Chow that while very 
funny in fits and starts, 
just can’t hold the film 
on their shoulders. 

Chow is a divisive 
character anyway, pleas¬ 
ing in small doses - but 
here, put centre stage, 
his comedic potential 
diminishes the more we 
see of him - and the 
same applies to Alan, 
whose man-child schtick 
is again amusing but 
loses power as the film 
goes on. 

The cast try, with 
Zach Galifianakis again 
shining the brightest, but 


in a role that feels exces¬ 
sively familiar now, but 
both Bradley Cooper 
and Ed Helms look 
decidedly bored with the 
whole thing, Jeong is a 
grating presence, and 
only Melissa McCarthy 
brings some life to pro¬ 
ceedings as a pawn shop 
clerk taken by Alan. 

It’s a shame that such 
an exciting and funny 
film series has ended on 
such a downer, but it’s 
hardly surprising given 
how the longer these 
things run the lower the 
quality tends to get; as it 
is, The Hangover Part 3 
is something that not 
even the strongest 
painkiller could make 
better. 

VERDICT: Painfully 
unfunny, predictable and 
mundane, The Hangover 
Part 3 is a disappointing 
conclusion to the fran¬ 
chise. With the cast 
either too much or not 
given enough, and a 
script that dispenses 
with clever twists for 
more straightforward 
storytelling, this is one 
Hangover not worth suf¬ 
fering through! Poor.

Heroic rescue 
of woman in 
swollen river 
is honoured 


RNLI Lifeboat men 
from Porthcawl, 
Paul Eastment and 
Christopher 
Missen, were 
recently awarded 
the first ever RNLI 
bronze medal for 
bravery - following 
the daring flood 
rescue in 

Barnstable, Devon, 
that hit the head¬ 
lines last December. 

It took place in the 
early hours of the morn¬ 
ing in total darkness, on 
the flooded River 
Umberleigh, near 
Barnstable, Devon, fol¬ 
lowing reports of a 
woman washed off the 
roof of a car, and hang¬ 
ing onto a branch in a 
fast flowing river. 

When they arrived at 
the scene, they were met 
with a fast flowing 
swollen river which had 
broken its banks, and 
begun flooding adjacent 
fields and roadways. 

As team leader, Paul 
made the decision to 
launch immediately from 
the roadway, through a 
gate leading to the river 
where the woman was 
hanging on for her life. 

He recalled: “It was 
very dark in the area 
with no street lights. I 
could hear the lady 
screaming from the 
river, and I made the 
decision to launch, as I 
knew my crew were 
capable of saving her 
due to the specialist 
flood rescue training 
they have received.” 

Helmsman Chris 
Missen said: “This was 
the most difficult rescue 
I have ever had to per¬ 
form. In a swollen, fast 
flowing river in flood, it 
is difficult to steer and 
control the boat the way 
you want, as the power 
of the water wants to 
take you straight down¬ 
stream. 

“I had to control the

boat by steering it back¬ 
wards down the river 
until I reached the lady, 
then steer sideways into 
the trees to rescue her. 

“When we pulled her 
into the boat, she was 
very cold, and we took 
her quickly to the river 
bank. I believe that if 
we had not rescued her 
when we did, she would 
have soon got hyperther¬ 
mia and lose her grip on 
the branch, as she had 
been in the river for 
around 50 minutes”. 

Phillip Missen MBE, 
local operations manager 
of Porthcawl RNLI 
Lifeboat Station, said: 
“We are all very proud 
of Paul and Christopher. 

“Not only do they 
give up their time volun¬ 
teering to be part of the 
RNLI Lifeboat crew sav¬ 
ing people at sea, but 
they are also on call 24/7 
as part of the RNLI 
Llood Rescue Team. 

“The rescue they car¬ 
ried out was very much 
out of the norm, and was 
definitely the most hero¬ 
ic deed I have heard of, 
well above the call of 
duty”.

National Survey sounds 
positive note on Welsh 
health and education

L AST week, 
the results of 
the National 
Survey for Wales 
were published, 
with some encour¬ 
aging news about 
how people in 
Wales feel about 
our public services. 

The survey reveals 
that people are very 
positive about the Welsh 
NHS and the quality of 
Welsh schools, but 
remain concerned about 
their ability to make 
ends meet financially. 

The National Survey 
collects robust and 
detailed information on 
the views and experi¬ 
ences of people across 
Wales on a wide range 
of issues, involving 
face-to-face interviews 
with around 14,500 peo¬ 
ple each year. The over¬ 
all rating for health was 
6.4, education 6.4 and 
transport 6.0. (A rating 
of 10 is ‘extremely 
good’ and 0 ‘extremely 
bad’). 


People were also 
asked to rate their satis¬ 
faction with the Welsh 
Government, and the 
average rating was 5.8, 
compared to an average 
score of 4.3 for the UK 
Government and an 
average of 3.8 for gov¬ 
ernments across Europe. 

At a more detailed 
level, 96 per cent of 
people who saw a GP or 
had a hospital appoint¬ 
ment agreed that they 
were treated with digni¬ 
ty and respect; 92 per 
cent were satisfied with 
the care they received 
from their GP at their 
last visit; and 90 per 
cent were satisfied with 
the care they received at 
their last hospital 
appointment. 

If you look at find¬ 
ings for education, 92 
per cent of parents were 
satisfied with the pri¬ 
mary school their child 
attended, and 83 per 
cent were satisfied with 
their child’s secondary 


school. 

Internet use was also 
interesting, with 73 per 
cent of households say¬ 
ing they had access to 
the internet - equating 
to approximately 79 per 
cent of people aged 18 
or over having access to 
the internet at home. 

In my response to the 
survey findings, I said 
that the Welsh 
Government would use 
these results to inform 
the development of our 
policies and the delivery 
of our public services. 

This survey was pub¬ 
lished a week before the 
annual debate on the 
delivery of our pro¬ 
gramme of government, 
which was led by the 
First Minister, Carwyn 
Jones AM in a Welsh 
Government debate in 
the Senedd on Tuesday. 

It is clear that the 
National Survey for 
Wales provides an 
opportunity for people 
to give their opinions on

Teenager Joe spends 
his gap year in a 
Lebanese orphanage 


BEIRUT may not seem the 
obvious choice for a gap year 
but for four young people - 
including one Bridgend 
teenager - it’s been home for 
the past six months, and the 
subject of a current tour. 

Joe Barnes is part of an action team 
coordinated by Christian charity BMS, 
that has spent half a year working in an 
orphanage in the Lebanese capital. 

Now the team has started a two- 
month tour of different parts of the UK 
and is in Bridgend this week, where 
they will be sharing their experiences 
with others. 

In addition to Joe, the team consists 
of Alex Lui, Laura McHale and 
Hannah Pickering. 

During their time in the Lebanon, 
the team has worked with primary 
school age boys, helping them with 
English and other school work and 
organising sports and leisure activities. 

Preparation for the year included 
cultural awareness training, financial 
management and learning Arabic - a 
language which they continued to 
learn throughout their time there. 

Over recent years, Beirut has large¬ 
ly recovered from its troubled times of 
the late 1980s and early 1990s when 
life in the city was scarred by violence, 
and it has regained its place as a centre 


for tourism and culture. 

So it was no doubt a concern for the 
team when within a day of arriving in 
the city - a car bomb killed a high- 
ranking Lebanese security official. 

Thankfully, this did not escalate 
into further violence and the team was 
able to remain in their place on the 
outskirts of the city. 

By the time the tour finishes in July, 
the whole experience will have cost 
each member of the team over £4,000 
each, and was made possible by the 
support of their local churches, as well 
as family and friends. 

For Joe, that meant a significant 
contribution from fellow members of 
Hope Baptist Church, Bridgend, 
where Joe’s father is the minister. 

As Joe points out: “It’s been an 
incredible experience and we’ve 
learned a lot, not just about the 
Lebanese people but what it’s like to 
live in a different culture. 

“It’s given me a new perspective on 
what really matters and it’s great to 
have the opportunity to share that with 
others.” 

Every year BMS sends action teams 
to various parts of the world and this 
year in addition to the Lebanon team, 
the organisation sent teams to India, 
Italy, Nepal, Peru and Uganda.

Tories’ five-point 
‘blueprint’ for 
Cardiff Airport 


A ‘BLUEPRINT for Cardiff 
Airport’ which sets out a 
“vision for growth in passen¬ 
ger numbers, routes and value 
for money”, has been launched 
by Andrew RT Davies, leader 
of the Welsh Conservative 
group in the Assembly. 

The event was co-hosted by Byron 
Davies AM, the group’s shadow 
transport minister. 

Mr Davies also set out plans to 
reimburse taxpayers for the £52 mil¬ 
lion spent by the Welsh Government 
to purchase Cardiff Airport. 

He said the “bold vision” would 
more than double the value of the air¬ 
port and lead to its return to private 
ownership, with profits being spht 
between investment in infrastructure 
and returning the spend to Welsh tax¬ 
payers. 

“Cardiff Airport should be seen as 
Wales’ gateway to the world, but 
unfortunately, it is suffering from 
neglect and a lack of leadership and 
vision.” 

Conceding that the Conservatives 
had opposed the Welsh Labour-led 
Government’s decision to buy the air¬ 
port, “now that the money has been 
spent, it is vital that we work hard to 
make it a success and return it to pri¬ 
vate ownership as soon as possible. 

“We believe that the Welsh 
Government could have supported 


Cardiff Airport earlier, and with a far 
more modest investment; by offering 
support to airlines seeking to estab¬ 
lish new routes. 

“We have an ambitious plan to 
increase the airport’s value by attract¬ 
ing new airlines and routes, improv¬ 
ing public transport links and using 
air passenger duty as a lever to make 
rates at Cardiff Airport more compet¬ 
itive.” 

The blueprint seeks to: establish a 
new ‘Airlines’ Director; to attract 
new carriers; devolve air passenger 
duty to Wales, to lower rates to 
improve competitiveness; improve 
the Welsh marketing campaign to 
showcase Wales to emerging markets; 
improve public transport links to 
Cardiff Airport and plan for longer- 
term investment in road infrastruc¬ 
ture; and enhance freight transfers 
through Cardiff Airport by offering 
competitive rates to local, regional 
and international businesses.

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Tour de Force for rampant Lions 


N O sooner had the final 
whistle sounded on the 
2012-13 season, than 
rugby thoughts turned to sum¬ 
mer tours, with Wales heading 
for the land of the rising sun, 
but overshadowed by the more 
high-profile British & Irish 
Lions’ expedition to Oz, which 
finally kicked off yesterday 
(Wednesday) against Western 
Force in Perth. 

While an unfamiliar Welsh 
team - the equivalent of New 
Zealand’s ‘baby Blacks’ - were 
packing their bags for Japan, 
the bulk of the senior players 
were forming the broad spine 
of their seconded head coach 
Warren Gatland’s Lions squad 
bound for Australia. 

In fact, no fewer than 11 of 
them featured in Saturday’s 
curtain-raiser in a sweltering 
Hong Kong stadium against a 


Barbarians’ invitational side 
that a week earlier had been 
thrashed by England at 
Twickenham. 

While it may not have been 
a true test of Lions’ creden¬ 
tials, it did offer an opportuni¬ 
ty for the heavy Welsh contin¬ 
gent to lay down an early tour 
marker - an opportunity they 
grasped with alacrity. 

The team ran in eight, well- 
worked tries (seven of them by 
Welshmen) in an emphatic 
declaration of intent that 
would have put the waiting 
Wallabies on red alert. 

After the 59-8 demolition of 
the Baabaas (who, sadly, on 
this occasion were more like 
Baa-lambs to the slaughter) 
the real opener came against 
Western Force, which in line 
with Gatland’s pre-tour vow to 
give every member of the
